MAYOR QUITS 


RACE: TO RETIRE 
FROM OFFICE 


Says He Will Not Be 
a Candidate. 


Mayor William Hale Thompson yes- 
terday quit the race to succeed him- 
self. He announced flatly that he will 
not be a candidate, either for the Re- 
publican renomination or for reélec- 
tion. This decision, he says, is final. 

A series of conferences were held in 
Mayor Thompson's office yesterday aft- 
ernoon. at which his decision was 
reached. At these conferences the 
Thompson leaders canvassed the situa- 
tion carefully. The leaders who were 
insisting that the mayor should be- 
come a candidate were unable to con- 
vince him that there was a chance 
of his winning. 

Repeat Lundin’s Advice. 

Other leaders gave the mayor the 
same advice that he had received from 
Fred Landin, his political mentor, 
who, as told exclusively in Tux Trin- 
UNE some time ago, told the mayor 
that he hadn't a chance of carrying 
the load of scandal which had weighed 
down his administration and coming 
out victorious. 

Finally the mayor agreed with these 
leaders and quit cold. His statement 
announcing the reasoris for his retire- 
ment from the race was prepared 
and made iiic short rte 
night. = 
Litsinger to Enter Priviisy = 

It was announced coincident with 
the declaraation of the mayor, that 
Edward KR. Litsinger, member of the 
board of review, would become & can- 
didate in the Republican primary 
against August C. Lueder, the choice 
of the Republican anti-Thompson 
forces. 

Litsinger is allied with the Deneen 
wing of the Republican organization. 
It is supposed that he will have the 
support of the Thompson forces and 
that the agreement which bound the 
Deneen forces to the support of the 
Lueder candidacy will therefore be 
smashed to pieces. 


Expect Barrett to Run. 

It is regarded as almost certain that 
the entrance of Litsinger into the may- 
oralty race will also bring an announce- 
ment of the candidacy of Charles V. 
Barrett, his Republican colleague on 
the board of review. Barrett is 
aligned with the Crowe forces and was 
the state’s attorney’s original choice 
for mayor. 

There is open enmity between Lit- 
singer and Barrett, and it is regarded 
as sure that Barrett will not permit 
his rival to enter the race without him- 
self becoming a candidate. 
a possibility, however, that the Crowe 
forces may maintain their present al- 
liance with the Deneen wing of the 
party and continue to back Postmaster 
Lueder. 

Obstacles in Lueder’s Way. 

In this connection, however, there 
is still another contingency. At the 
secret conferences which were held 
yesterday in the mayor's office it was 
announced that there were legal rea- 
sons which would prevent Postmaster 
Lwueder becoming a.candidate and re- 
taining bis post in the federal service. 

The mayor's friends professed to be- 
lieve that the’ postmaster would de- 
cline to run and thereby render him- 
self ineligible. However, this contin- 
gency had been foreseen by the post- 
master’s backers and they had put the 
question of his resignation up to him. 
At the time Mr. Lueder declared his 
willingness to resign.

Anderson admits, however, one point 
in the Phillips yarn—that he (Ander- 
son) had a private arrangement with 
Phillips for sharing in commissions 
allowed Phillips on donations collected. 


Admits “Formal Inquiry.” 

Anderson and the Rev. George Caleb 
Moor, secretary of the “dry” league, 
were questioned this afternoon at the 
district attorney's office by First As- 
sistant District Attorney Ferdinand 
Pecora. 4 . 

Mr. Pecora made the following state- 
ment: 

“Yes, a formal inquiry is under way. 
We are investigating charges involving 
Mr. Anderson and the Anti-Saloon 
league. Mr. Anderson and Dr. Moor 
were here this afternoon. Their pres- 
ence was in connection with this in- 
quiry. Dr. Moor will come back to- 
morrow morning and Mr. Anderson will 
be here again tomorrow afternoon. We

Directors Interested. 

The Evening Mail, which has been 
conducting an independent inquiry 
based on Phillips’ story, brought the 
case into the limelight of publicity with 
an extensive display this afternoon. 
The Mail publishes documentary evi- 
dence of financial relations between An- 
derson, the superintendent of the 
league, and his employé, Phillips—rela- 
tions which the board of directors of 
the league saw fit to investigate. 

Phillips was employed in 1917 under 
a temporary arrangement to solicit 
large contributions for the league. 
Later, he claims, he was placed on a 
straight commission basis whereunder 
he drew 20 per cent commission on the 
first $25,000 collected annually and 10 
per cent on collection in excess of 
$25,000. He says his total collections 
for the league have exceeded $500,000. 

Accusations Summarized. 

Accusations made by Phillips, and 
under investigation by the district at- 
torney’s office, are summarized as fol- 
lows: 

i—That Anderson entered into a 
private arrangement with Phillips 
whereby he was to receive a fifty-fifty 
split” on Phillips’ commissions over 
and above the first $10,000: 

°That Anderson falsified the offi- 
cia] account books of the league. 

8—-That Anderson, in 1919, secured 
approval by the league board of a blind 
bill for $24,700, which amount he swore 
he had paid out of his own pocket dur- 
ing 1913 and 1914 “for publicity pur- 
poses”; that this bill was substantiated 
by no voucher record and that al- 
though the bill comprised seventy- 
eight separate lump sum payments 
Mr. Anderson was unable to furnish 
the name of a single recipient of such 
payments; 


Charges As to Salaries. 


Mr. Anderson was generally supposed 
tobe receiving the flat salary of $10,- 

000 the league had voted him in 1918, 
and after he had publicly announced 
that he had “refused to accept” a

These decisions were made at 
Essen yesterday by Gen. Weygand, 
Gen. Degoutte, Minister of Public 
Works Yves Le Trocquer, and M. 
Coste, head of the engineering mis- 
sion. 

Gen. Weygand, who has taken 
charge, gave orders to organize the 
Rubr railways independent of the 
German railways.

The cabinet is said to be divided on 
the question of the withdrawal of the 
British troops from Germany. Mr. 
Bonar Law himself is eaid to favor 
the withdrawal. All the members of 
the cabinet are being bombarded with 
resolutions from labor organizations 
and business associations urging them 
to return to the traditional British 
policy of isolation from continertal 
affairs. 

Another factor is the growing fear 
among British iron and steel trades 
that France intends to annex the 
Rubr and build up a great steel in- 
dustry with Ruhr coke and Lorraine 
iron. If this should prove a fact 
it would be a serious menace to Brit- 
ish industry, which now is able to 
compete on equal terms with either 
France or Germany, but not with the 
power controlling the resources of 
both countries. This argument is like 
ly to appeal strongly to Mr. Bonar 
Law, who made his fortune in the 
steel trade, and is still said to be in- 
terested in this industry.

MEMEL, Jan. 25.—American pep, 

combined-with the miraculous buy‘ng 
powers of the American dollar, is re 
sponsible for the Memel revolt and its 
success, according to Anthony Smeto- 
na, extraordinary representative of the 
Kovno government. He formerly was 
president of Lithuania, and will repre-, 
sent Lithuania in the negotiations ex- 
pected to open Friday with the allied 
commission appointed by the ambassa- 
dors’ council in Paris. 

Both the pep and dollars’ were sup 
plied by Lithuanian-Americans. Mr. 
Smetona insisted. He claimed his gov- 
ernment is not to blame for the Memel 
revolt, which was organized and 
financed by hyphenated societies in 
America. 


Move for Annexation. 

When the allied commission arrives 
they will find the allied control of the 
district displaced by the “little Lithu- 
anian government.” While the new 
government is only a week old, it has 
already taken important steps to in- 
sure annexation of the district to Lith- 
vania. 

Today Jonas Zilius, at present the 
Lithuanian representative in the dis- 
trict, and formerly representative of 
the Kovno government at Washing: 
ton, informed THe TRIBUNE that the 
“little Lithuanian government” hal 
decided to give control of railways, 
posts, and telegraphs for five years 
to the Kovno government. This agree 
ment followed the ignoring by Ger- 
many of a twenty-four hour ultimatum 
to supply raflroads in the Memel ter- 
ritory. The train service had been 
ordered discontinued by the French 
commissar, Gen. Petisne. The first 
Lithuanian train from Kovno arrived 
today. This news staggered the rep- 
resentatives of the allied powers, who 
hint that the new government may 
be exceeding the international speed 
limits.

Steeped in Idols. 

Dr. Grant pointed out that the au- 
thors of the gospels “Were men 
steeped in the idols of the Old Testa- 
ment,” in which miracles were spoken 
of as “almost an every day occur- 
-rence.” An evangelist explained men- 
tal disorders “ devil possession,” and, as 
for the Gerasese demoniac, Dr. Grant 
said: 

“On the other hand again, of course, 
with you I truly believe that our Lord 
healed this unfortunate man. St. Mark 
explains the fact by the aid of first 
century science and I by the help of 
twentieth century science. Is this dis- 
loyalty, elther to Chriat or the church?” 

Referring to his belief in the apos- 
tles’ creed, notably that part of it 
which gays “I believe he descended 
into hell,” Dr. Grant pointed owt that 
the early Christians followed the Rab- 
binical Eschatology, based on a geo 
gentric conception of the universe, a 
belief which p hell In a cavern 
in the middle the earth. 


“Now I plead guilty,” he said, “ not 
only to an interpretation of this state- 
ment but to one which involved denial 
of the fact therein stated. I am as 
sure as that I am writing these words 
that there is no such place at a given 
depth below the surface of the earth 
to which the spirits of men go after 
death. Would I be in error if I as- 
sumed that you heartily indorsed me 
in this particular matter?” 

As for his belief in Jesus, Dr. Grant 
said that from his heart he believed 
that Jesus was the “ portrait of the in- 
visible God, the perfect revelation of 
the heavenly Father.” 

“But I cannot make my own either 
the Platonist or Aristotlian explana- 
tions of the metaphysical relation be 
tween Our Lord and the Father.” 

The chief point he made was that he 
preferred to take the gospel of St. Mark 
rather than any secondary source with 
regard to divinity of Christ. 


Could He Have Prayed? 

“If He possessed the power of God, 
could He have prayed to God?” Dr. 
Grant asked. “Is it not unthinkable 
that God can pray to God?” 

Arguing in his own defense in an- 
other passage, he asserted that what he 
had written is taught publicly by great 
numbers of clergymen in the Anglican 
communion including not a few bishops 
“and probably the majority of her 
most illustrious scholars.”

New York, Jan. 25.—[Special.]—De- 
tails of the estate of Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt were filed in Supreme court 


today in an accounting by his widow, 
Mrs. Edith K. Roosevelt, his son Theo- 
fore, and his cousin, George Emien 
Roosevelt, as executors and trustees. 

The executors report that upon Col. 
Roosevelt's death they received a tota: 
ef $801,171, which does not include 
$180,000 as the value of his only real 
estate, his Sagamore Hill estate. The 
remainder was in personal property. 

Under Col. Roosevelt’s will his widow 
gets the income from the estate, for 
life, and upon her death it goes to her 
children. The administration expenses 
were $12,739 and commissions to the 
three executors $24,890. The inher- 
ijtance and transfer taxes were $77,097, 
of which $23,969 went to the state of 
New York and the remainder to the 
federal government. 

The accounting shows the value of 
Col. Roosevelt's art and literary prop- 
erty and other personal effects was 
$41,826. The executors scid his sad- 
die horse, Truxton, for $600.

To be sure, owners of elevators, lumber yards, 
etc., with slips along the Chicago river channels 
have valuable property rights which cannot be 
confiscated. But they can be condemned and paid 
for. They should be. The general welfare of the 
city is more important than any fancied rights, 
based upon custom, of these property owners. 
Probably it would not only pay the city through 
stimulation of growth and easier circulation ef 
traffic but would return cash dividends through 
greatly reduced expenditures for bridge construc- 
tion, operation, and maintenance. 

It seems logical that a fixed bridge would cost 
much less to construct than a movable bridge. 
Certainly it would do away with the expense of- 
bridge tenders and considerable amounts of electric 
current now required to open and close them. Oer- 
tainly also it would save an aggregate of thousands 
of hours daily now wasted by “ bridged ” traffic. 
Fixed bridges are a logical development of a 
greater Chicago. We may as well begin to make up 
our minds to that development and prepare for it. 


NO $100,000,000 BOND ISSUE 
TO AID SMALL. 


The Illinois Bankers’ association has adopted a 
resolution. opposing Gov, Small’s plan for a new 
$100,000,000 good roads bond issue in addition to the 
present $60,000,000 good roads program in Illinois. 
Tue Trreunr its for good roads, almost without lim-, 
itation. Whether they are built by Gov. Small or’ 
by his successor makes comparatively little differ- 
ence, except in point of time required for their com- 
pletion. Whether they cost $20,000 a mile or $30,000 
a mile, we believe they will return dividends. The 
greatest advantage of a cheaper cost is that it will 
allow construction of a greater mileage of good 
roads for a given sum of money. But despite all 
that we believe the position taken by the Oankers 
in this matter is logical] and sound, 

There is stil! enough left of the $60,000,000 good 
roads bond issue probably to complete the program 
of 4,706 miles of road construction outlined when 
the bonds were authorized. It is estimated that 
$23,000,000 of the-amount will still be available 
when Small’s term of office expires. Certainly the 
state has available for good roads construction 
more money than it will spend for good roads in 
Gov. Small’s term. 

The logical] assumption then is that Gov. Small 
does not want this $100,000,000 bond issue actually 
to expend on good roads in his present term of office 
but to use as a club for political purposes to get 
himself into office for another term. He demon- 
strated his methods when he told downstate voters 
that if they returned his supporters to the legisla- 
ture he could assure the construction of good roads 
in their neighborhoods, implying that if they did 
not return his friends they would not get the roads 
for which they would be taxed. With an added 
$100,000,000 good roads bond issue he could greatly 
extend the influence of such a club. Through his 
power to designate the routes of the proposed road 
improverrents he could punish or reward any polit- 
ical district he wished to punish or reward. 

That is not a situation which the people of Mlinois 
desire to promote. They want good roads, and they 
will get them, because good roads are a necessary 
feature of modern ecqnomic development, but they 
will get them with less discrimination and as rap- 
ay by expending the funds now available as by 
mortgaging the future with an added $100,000,000 
bond issue at this time.

WASPS TEACH A LESSON. 
N the Atlantic Monthly, Charlies D. 
Stewart tells of his experience with 
wasps. One summer he tried to 
paint his house, but was compelled to 
quit the job because of a large number 


of wasp nests attached to the eaves. 


On a warm morning the following 
spring, he noticed a considerable number 
of wasps crawling around in the warm 
sunshine. He got out last year’s fly 
swatter and killed every wasp. 

That summer he had no wasp nests to 
contend with when he came to paint his 
house. Furthermore, for years after- 
wards, he did not see one wasp around 
his premises, and his instruttive study 
of the habits of wasps was at an end. 

At the end of a summer season every 
male and neuter wasp dies of innocuous 
desuetude. May be the entomologists 
have another name for it, but that is 
what Grover Cleveland would have 
called it. 


— 
A few w enough to carry the stock 
lover the winter, find protected cracks 


into which they crawl, and manage to 
keep warm enough to live until spring. 
These, without exception, are females, 
and every one is set for next spring's 
breeding campaign. When the sun 
warms up the earth, lady wasp crawis 
out into the glare, warms up her wings, 
eats breakfast and proceeds to beget her 
kind. 

Wasps convey no diseases. They poison 
a few people by hypodermic injection, 
but the poisoning is trivial. We may 
say that they do no harm. Beyond 
catching a moderate number of harmful 
insects, they do no good. 

For most of us, this story of the life of ' 
the wasp in the Atlantic Monthly is of 
no interest except that part which tells 
of how one man with a fly swatter in five 
minutes on a warm spring morning was 
able te make his a wasp free section for 
several years. It is interesting because 
it points the way for suppression of two 
pernicious insects, flies and mosquitoes. 
We are asking the malaria carriers to get 
rid of their malaria in the winter time 
that the total of infective agents avail- 
able next spring may be at a minimum. 
If they are to undergo the inconvenience 
of quinine once a week for eight weeks 
for the public good in part, they have a 
right to ask that the mosquitoes be 
killed off. Mosquitoes and files are in 
much the same boat as wasps are.

In cold countries, none escape the rig- 
ors of winter except a few females. 
These crawl! into protected places and 
manage to live through. They are all 
set to start the 1923 crop. In the warm- 
ing up weather next spring they will 
crawl out, bask awhile, feed and lay.
